A  Famous  Old  Church. 

At  Alexandria.  V'a.  stands  an  ancient 
shnrch  in  nearly  it*  original  condiqiou, 
Christ  church,  whose  architect  boro  the 
mime  of  Wren — not.  however.  Sir  Chris¬ 
topher.  It  waa  completed  iu  1778.  In 
November,  1786,  the  vestry,  of  whom 
Ueorgw  Waehtnston  was  ofle,  levied  an 
assessment  of  81,186  pounds  of  tobaooo 
to  build  two  churches,  Christ  church 
being  one,  The  specifications  colled  tor 
shingles  of  jnniper.  mortar  to  be  two- 
thirds  lime  and  one-third  sand,  the 
pediments  to  be  tn  the  Tuscan,  and 
altar,  pulpit  and  canopy  in  the  innio, 
order  Washington  was  the  purchaser 
of  pew  No.  6.  fbr  £3fl  10a 

The  old  records  show  sonio  curions 
entries:  Two  pounds  ten  shillings  wus 
collected  of  Bryan  Fairfax  in  1770  for 
“killing  deer  out  of  season,  ”  find 
Thomas  Lewis  was  fined  6  shillings  for 
“bunting  on  the  Sabbath.  ’’  The  money 
thus  collected  went  for  the  support  of 
the  poor,  the  lame  aud  the  blind,  and 
buried  the  dead.  The  old  records  Rhow 
that  seats  were  assigued  according  to 
muk  or  for  special  reasons  One  8nsan- 
uab  Edwards  officiated  as  sexton,  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  congregation. 
The  old  edifice  had  neither  chimney  nor 
fireplace  until  1812,  foot  stoves  furnish¬ 
ing  the  only  warmth.  The  most  con¬ 
spicuous  families  in  the  early  history  of 
Virginia  were  worshipers  at  Christ 
church — the  Adamses.  Herberts,  Cus- 
tises,  Blackburns.  Carlyles,  Muirs, 
Broadwaters.  Alexanders  and  others 
equally  prominent. 

General  Robert  E.  Lee  attended  Sun¬ 
day  school  and  was  baptized  and  con¬ 
firmed  in  this  church,  and  a  tablet  to 
his  memory  adorqa  the  eastern  wal}. 

During  the  occupancy  of  Alexandria 
by  the  Federal  troops  the  rector  aud 
many  of  the  pariah  fied  withiu  the  Con¬ 
federate  lines  Tba  church  was  held  by 
the  military  authorities.  A  large  mound 
in  the  churchyard  marks  the  resting 
place  of  84  Confederate  soldiers  who 
died  in  Federal  hospitals  In  Alexandria 
—Harper's  Weekly
